France Makes

PARIS (%) -—- France offered 
peoday to turn over the administra- 
I Eton of Indochina to the Viet-Na- 
mese if they weuld remain within 
the French union and permit the, 
French to retain stategic military 
installations, the French News ag- 
ency reported. 

Emile Bojlaert, French high 
commissioner to Indo-China, made 
the offer in a speech at Handong, 
the agency said in a dispatch 
from Saigon.

NAZIS BEHEADED 10,000 
IN LAST TWO WAR YEARS 


AP Newsfeatures 

BERLIN—More than 10,000 German men and women were exe- 
cuted by the axe in the last two calendar years of the Nazi regime, 
documents of the Reich Justice ministry reveal. 

The execytions did not include those under military law. 

Whereas 4@ death sentences were handed down in Germany dvr. 
ing the econemic crisis year of 1923, two decades later 10,072 per- 
sens were beheaded in 1943 and 1944, 

There were 21 execution points scattered throughout Germany. 
The two most used were in the Ploetzensee and Brandenburg prisons, 
beth in Berlin. All death sentences handed down by the Nazi Peoples 
Ceurt, which tried Germans accused of being spies for foreign pow- 
es or plotting against the Nazi state, were carried out there. In 
31948, 447 persons were beheaded in Brandenburg and the following 
year, 916. 

The records said eight to 20 seconds were required for behead- 
i Lie NL by axe.
